If all goes as planned for Boyne 
City builders Floyd and Todd Wright, 
a key comer in downtown East Jor- 
dan could be getting a major face-lift. 

Last week, the Wrights presented a 
proposal to the East Jordan Down- 
town Development Authority, outlin- 
ing a project that would bring new life 
to the Dahlquist Building, as well as 
the adjoining “Main Street Pizza” 
property, and put a new face on the 
corner of Main St. and M-32. 

The project, as proposed, would 
entail a total renovation of the vacant 
buildings in question, including a 
complete structural update, installa- 
tion of an elevator, and an historically- 
correct exterior restoration. Four 
principal tenants have already been 
named, including Charlevoix State 
Bank (which would actually be 
partnering with the Wrights in build- 
ing ownership), the East Jordan Area 
Chamber of Commerce, Medicap 
Pharmacy, and Charlevoix Area Hos- 
pital Physical Rehabilitation Clinic. 

The proposal, according to Todd 
Wright, received a “very enthusiastic 
welcome” from the DDA and city. 
Though an offer has not been offi- 
cially made, pending the resolution of 
a few details, the Wrights will pro- 
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ceed with the purchase. “We'd like 
to proceed and hopefully put some- 
thing together right after the holi- 
days,” Todd said. 

Now that the concept has received 
backing from both the DDA and the 
city commission, after a short presen- 
tation by city administrator David 
White at last week’s regular meeting, 
the remaining details to be addressed 
include: the full commitment of the 
principal tenants; that the buildings 
be listed on the National Historic 
Register, with preliminary approval 
for renovation tax credits; an approval 
from Charlevoix State Bank’s board 
of directors of the formation of a part- 
nership between Floyd and Todd 


. Wright, and Charlevoix State Bank: 


and proof from the city of a satisfac- 
tory baseline environmental assess- 
ment. 

In the proposal, the Wrights outline 
a plan to purchase the existing 
Dahlquist building “as is” from the 
DDA for the sum of $53,000, with 
$5,000 to be paid at closing, and the 
remaining $48.000 paid when 90 per- 
cent of the available space in the 
building, re-dubbed the Porter Lum- 
ber. Building. has been rented, or af- 
ter two years, whichever comes first.

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Boyne District 
Library staff a mix 
of talents

A few weeks ago I wrote about the dedicated folks who 
serve on the Boyne District Library Board of Trustees. 
When I came into work on Thursday following publica- 
tion of that column, I was greeted by a few indignant staff 
members. “Nice column. Didn’t you forget someone?” 
one asked frostily, hands on hips. | did not, nor could I 
ever, forget this energetic, hard-working, friendly, and fun 
group who work here. 

Nancy Fulkerson has worked at the library for over 
20 years, seeing it through many changes during the past 
few years. Nancy is the best kind of reference librarian. 
She never gives up. Asked any question, no matter how 
obscure, she searches for an answer with relentless deter- 
mination. She also handles the intricacies of interlibrary 
loan, catalogs new materials, is the resident expert on 
genealogy, and serves patrons with an open fmendly man- 
ner that has won her many loyal fans. 

Geri Barber was the first new staff person hired after I 
started as director. She has worked here for almost five 
years, and worked at the East Jordan library for several 
years before that. She is meticulous about everything she 
does, and catalogs like crazy. For the first two years on 
the job her primary focus was cataloging all of the books 
in the library so we could start using an automated circu- 
lation system. 

Recently Geri and Dava Maat took over programming 
for all age levels, from preschoolers to adults. In addition 
to the regular Preschool Storytime, Summer Reading pro- 
gram, and Fall Family Fun Night, Dava is planning and 
scheduling Wednesday Workshops, outreach programs to 
daycare and Head Start, and programs in cooperation with 
the schools and Char-Em ISD. Dava and Geri started a 
Teen Advisory Board (TAB) made up of middle and high 
school students. who meet enthusiastically once each 
month. 

De Fleming is one of the most gentle souls I know, yet 
she has the most thankless job in the library. She is in 
charge of the overdues. She has to call people to remind 
them to return their books, send out letters, and keep track 
of lost, damaged. or never returned items. She is really 
very understanding, but like all good librarians she is filled 
with righteous indignation when things are not returned. 
She also spends more time than she would like “reading” 
shelves, which means putting things back in order. Yet 
through it all she remains good natured, friendly, and help- 
ful. 

When we moved back to the bigger library I had to hire 
three new people. I was incredibly lucky to have found 
the three I did. 

Wava Dietrich has an artistic flair that has led to her 
being in charge of coordinating bulletin boards, and mak- 
ing the attractive signs displayed in the lobby. She has 
also started an outreach program to Litzenburger Place, 
once a month taking materials to folks who cannot come 
to the library. Implementing this program has been a goal 
for a few years, and Wava is the perfect person to make it 
happen. 

Kathy Keller is a multi-talented individual who is com- 
fortable doing whatever is required, from helping a dis- 
traught child fix his bicycle chain, getting tough with kids 
who want to joyride in the elevator, or playing with tod- 
dlers in the children’s area, to watering the lawn and weed- 
ing the flowers. She has recently taken over the task of 
monitoring and ordering supplies for the library, which is 
a challenge because we don’t ever know all of the kinds 
of light bulbs we need to order, let alone where to find 
them. I’m sure Kathy can handle it, though. 

Douglas MacA dams should be experienced rather than 
described. He is unflappable, willing to undertake what- 
ever is required, including crawling around in the attic 
looking for the source of a leak. He has taken it upon 
himself to learn what he needs to be our technology per- 
son, calling tech support when we have computer glitches, 
updating software, and doing general troubleshooting. He 
also regularly entertains and amuses us with his unique 
perspectives and interesting experiences. 

While all of these people are invaluable as individuals, 
the real gift is how they all fit together and work as a 
team. Every one of them puts patron service first. They 
like their jobs, and it shows. They do not make policy, 
but they have to enforce it and take the heat when some- 
one doesn’t understand or agree with the rules. I thank 
them for their dedicated service to the library and the pub- 
lic, their cooperative attitudes, their senses of humor (a 
basic job requirement here), and their ongoing efforts to 
protect. me from unscrupulous, unsolicited salespeople. 
It is a true joy to work with this bunch.

While the Wrights’ interest has 
been the catalyst for the project, ac- 
cording to Todd, much of the credit 
in pulling together the principal par- 
ties goes to White and economic de- 
velopment consultant Rod: Benson. 
“They did a good job of brining ev- 
eryone together,” he said. “We were 
all familiar to one another to begin 
with, but we didn’t know that every- 
one else was interested [in the prop- 
erty].” 

It wasn’t love at first sight for the 
Wrights, to be sure. 

“I'd looked at it casually a couple 
of times [in the past],” said Todd, and 
he had concluded that it was not for 
them. But, after reading that the DDA 
was considering demolition of the 
buildings, Wright decided to take a 
second look. Still, he said, ‘I thought 
‘boy, it is a lot of work.’ I’d made up 
my mind that it was more than we 
wanted to tackle.” 

But, when it became clear, through 
the footwork of White and Benson, 
that there were other interested par- 
ties, Wright began to consider the 
possibilities in a new light. “*As it 
turned out, there was a real interest 
in saving the building.” 

The DDA, which had been in the 
process of authorizing bids on the 
buildings’ demolition, couldn’t be 
happier with the turn of events. “This 
is acomplete development plan,” said 
DDA chairman Tom Teske. 
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“That’s really why we're so enthu- 
siastic about it. , 

“There’s really not too much specu- 
jation in it,” he said, noting that the 
principal tenants are all ‘‘really solid.” 

In recent weeks, Teske said, the 
building has actually been shown to 
a number of potential purchasers 
whose interest was piqued at the news 
of the impending demolition. In fact, 
Bob and Liz Kroondyk of Boyne City 
had actually already made an offer on 
the property around the same time that 
the Wrights first approached the DDA 
with their proposal. 

- After learning of the Wrights plans 
for the property, though, the 
Kroondyks withdrew their own offer ° 
in order to allow the Wrights’ plan to 
go forward. “They made a bonafide 
offer through our real estate agent,” 
Teske said. “They had a good pro- 
posal.” 

Currently, the DDA is working 
along with the City to make headway 
on the stipulations still to be ad- 
dressed, including the historic regis- 
ter listing, something they had actu- 
ally begun a while back. “We had 
done work on that years ago, but 
never followed through completely,” 
Teske said, because, he added, to 
complete the process “you almost 
need to know what’s going to be done 
(with the property].” 

The historic registry listing is a key 
component for the developers, due to 
the fact that a listing would make the 
building eligible for significant tax 
credits.

According to the Wrights’ proposal, 
the renovations of the Porter Lumber 
Building will translate into annual tax 
revenue of $31,000 for the City, from 
real estate and buildings alone. In- 
creased traffic to the downtown area 
is another projected benefit, with pre- 
liminary estimates showing that the 
combined daily visits for the major 
tenants will draw 250 people into the 
downtown each day.
